Northwest  football  looks  to 
continue  on  annual  success 

The  Bearcats  look  to  add 
their  fifth  straight  MIAA  Cham¬ 
pionship  and  to  continue  with 
their  post-season  success. 

On  the  offensive  side  of  the 
ball  Northwest  has  a  lot  of  new 
faces;  four  new  linemen,  a  tight 
end,  two  starting  receivers  and  a 
quarterback. 

Junior  Blake  Bolles  take  over 
the  reigns  after  two-year  starter, 
Joel  Osborn,  graduated.  Bolles 
saw  playing  time  in  all  15  games 
last  season.  He  scored  12  touch¬ 
downs,  6  passing  and  6  rushing, 
and  didn't  commit  a  turnover  all 
season. 

"I  feel  really  good  about  it/' 
Boles  said.  "I'm  really  excited  to 
take  over  the  reigns  and  actually 
have  that  starting  job.  The  guys 
we've  got  at  receiver,  running 
back,  the  line  positions,  the  tight 
end,  everybody.  I'm  just  real  ex¬ 
cited  all  across  the  board." 

Joining  Bolles  in  the  back- 
field  is  All-American  running 
back,  senior  LaRon  Council.  He 
rushed  for  1,739  yards,  36  touch¬ 
downs  and  had  eight  games 
with  over  100  yards  rushing. 

"I  don't  think  that  we're  re¬ 
ally  going  to  be  any  different," 
head  coach  Mel  Tjeerdsma  said. 
"I  think  lot  of  people  outside  of 
our  system  think  we're  going 
to  run  the  ball  more  with  Blake 
and  that's  really  not  true.  We're 
going  to  throw  the  football  and 
we're  going  to  try  and  stay  as 
balanced  as  we  always  have.  I'm 


really  excited  about  our  receiv¬ 
ers;  they've  had  a  great  camp. 
I  think  we'll  be  able  to  run  the 
football  obviously,  with  Blake 
and  LaRon.  I  think  our  offense  is 
going  to  be  real  good." 

Another  loss  for  the  'Cats  is 
kick  returner  and  wide  receiver 
Kendall  Wright.  Wright  aver¬ 
aged  114.5  all-purpose  yards 
per  game.  Northwest  will  use 
three  players  to  replace  Wright; 
red- shirt  freshman  Jordan  Sim¬ 
mons  and  junior  Brian  Shannon 
will  take  turns  returning  kicks 
and  sophomore  Jake  Soy  will  be 
starting  at  wide  receiver. 

On  the  defensive  side  of 
the  ball  the  'Cats  will  look  very 
similar.  Northwest  only  lost  two 
starters  from  last  years  squad; 
cornerbacks  Claris  LeFlore  and 
Brandon  Clayton.  The  defense 
only  allowed  288  points  the 
entire  season  (19.2  points  per 
game)  and  only  gave  up  4,517 
yards  over  the  course  of  15 
games  (301.1  yards  per  game). 

"I'm  excited  about  our  de¬ 
fense,  we  don't  want  to  put  too 
much  pressure  on  them.  We  still 
have  to  do  things  on  offense," 
Tjeerdsma  said.  "I  think  our  de¬ 
fense  is  going  to  be  one  of  the 
better  defense's  we've  had  and 
that's  saying  a  lot  because  we've 
had  a  lot  of  good  defenses.  And 
these  guys  so  far  look  like  they've 
picked  up  where  they  left  off  last 
year  and  that's  a  good  sign." 

The  'Cats  kicked  off  the  sea¬ 
son  last  Thursday  at  Abilene 
Christian  with  a  19-14  loss.  They 
will  open  the  MIAA  season  to¬ 
night  at  Southwest  Baptist  Uni¬ 
versity  at  6  p.m.

With  the  2009  season  knocking  at 
the  door,  the  biggest  question  on  the 
mind  of  a  Northwest  football  fan  is 
the  offensive  line.
